Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Tatter. 
Tatter discloses a system in which goods to be stored in a controlled environment have 
a bar code that*associates the goods with at least one control parameter and wherein a 
handheld bar code reader can be used to input the bar code information into the control 
processor (see col. 5, line 48 to col. 6, line 7). If the programming for a food product is 
not in the processor memory, the user can enter the food product and its associated 
temperature parameters (see col. 6, lines 30-42). It is inherent in the system of Tatter 
that when a match of the food product with information stored in memory does not occur 
that a message will be displayed so that the user will know to enter the required 
information about the food product.
